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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Claim 1-5 A herbicide composition characterized by containing, as effective ingredients, 

(A) 2-[(4,6-dimethoxypyrimidin-2-yl)hydroxymethyl]-6-methoxymethyl-N- 
difluoromethanesulfonylanilide; and 

(B) at least one compound selected from: 

(1) 4-(2-chlorophenyl)-N-cyclohexyl-N-ethyl-4,5-dihydro-5-oxo-iH-tetrazole-l- 
carboxamide, 

(2) 3-[l-(3,5-dichlorophenyl)-l-m^ 
4-one, 

(3) O-3-tert-butylphenyl 6-methoxy-2-pyridyl(methyl)-thiocarbamate, 

(4) O-ethyl 0-6-nitro-m-tolyl(RS)-sec-butylphos-phoramidothioate, 

(5) S-4-chloro-NHSopropylcarbaniloylmethyl 0,0-dimethyl phos-phorodithioate, 

(6) methyl 5-(2,4-dichlorophenoxy)-2-nitrobenzoate, 

(7) 54ert-butyl-342,4-dichloro-5-(prop-^

(9) S,S'-dimethyl 2-difluoromethyl-4-isobutyl-6-trifluoro-methylpyridihe-3,5-

The use of (A) is known as 
an effective ingredient for an herbicide [0007, line 5+].
